strike now © half-patalysing the 
country. ° 

The catholic Federation sald 
methods adopted by adrikeré— 
which include Belgium's Com- 
mutist Party—‘are not only 
rulning: the country’s cconomy. 
but endager the social position 
of tho. wage-camer and threaten 
our democratic institutlona.” 

The decision taken by the 
Catholic. Federation follows 
Candinal Van Roty's condemna~- 
tlon of the strike gains’ the 
Government of Cathalle 
Premicr Mr Gaston Eyskons, 2s 
“unlawful.” 

Political observers said the 
Catholic Union's decision 
Sirengthens the position of the 
Government, but at the samo 
time threatens a- repetition -of 
the north-south split which 
brought the country to the verg2 
of civil war 10 years ago on the 
issue of King Leopold’s planned 
return to the throne.

He asked for the job to be 
ubolished, Curzon refused. He 
argued, but finally agreed to rive 
the system a year's trlal—a 
promise which, it soon became 
apparent, he had no intention of 
keeping. 


Curzon had described his new 
C.-in-C. as “aloof und alone” 
but he was far from being 50. 
Unlike the Viceroy, he quickly 
yurrounded himself with several 
able, loyal subordinates who 
were ready to die for him if 
necessary—aund certainly willing 
to help his intrigues. 

He had also, before leaving 
London, established a private 
channel of communication 
through which he could always 
et the ear of the Government. 
Bhs was his adoring udmirer, 
Lady Salisbury. 

To her he wrote his inner- 
most thoughts und opinions, and 
she immedlately rushed across 
to her husband or the Prime 
Minister, Balfour, {0 canvass 
thelr support. 

Slowly, while the Viceroy 
relnxed  self-confidcntly, — Kit- 
chener begun to flex his muscles. 
He had taken the measure of 
Curzon and decided that he was 
a ternperamental titan with fect 
of clay. He forthwilh took the 
first kick at the Viceroy's under- 
pinnings by telling him that 


hence-forward he must keep his- 


feet out of those Army matters 
deating with the defence of the 
frontiers of India.

When Curzon protested that 
he was, after all, first mun in 
the realm, Kitchener did some- 
thing which ve Curzon his 
first appalled Fatteation that he

threatencd to resign. 

Now, resignation had always 
been the woapon Curzon used to 
browbeat the Government at 
home; but he was shrowd 
enough to sce that from now on 
it was o threat ho would have to 
abandon, If it came ton quas- 
tlon of whose resignation should 
be accepted, his or Curzon's, 
there was no doubt which gacri~ 
flee would be accepted. Curzon's 
own reputation was high, but 
Kitchoner‘s wae bighér,

His next move was to out-do “ 


the Viceroy In the pomp and 
clreumstunce of his daily life. 
He tore the innards out of great 
houses ond turned them inio 
palaces stuffed with ort trea- 
sures and the trappings of 
majesty. He clothed his servants 
in ornate silken uniforms, Cur- 
zon had no taste for elaborate 
fogds, but Kitchener was some- 
thing of a gourmet and gour- 
mand and he gave great bon- 
quets at which rich food and 
wine were served. 


The conflict: 


By the beginning of 
there was no longer any  surt- 
gestion that here were a Viceroy 
and his deputy working together 
for the good of India. What 
Mary Curzon hnd feared had 
come to pasr,and the giants 
squared off for confilet. 


The first news Curzon got 
that Kitchener had broken his 
promise—and was scheming for 
the abolition of the Mulitary 
Member—came when a_ friend 
in London sald that the C.-In-C. 
hid been sending secret letters 
to Lord Roberts at ie War 
Office, Curzon rebuked him. 
Kitchener promised to be a good 
boy, 


What he did instead was to 
inerense his correspondence with 
Lady. Sallsbury, warning her to 
“be very careful that everything 
1 write is quite private.” 


Curzon was still 
confident that his 
tactics would win the day. He 
could not believe that a man 
“who cannot cven express him- 
self in public or write a literate 
fetter’ could best an aristocrat 
whose whole Iife had been 
spent learning how to rule. 

He called in Kitchener and 
lold him he was sailing for 
England on six months’ leave, 
and suggested during his absence 
that they should both try to be- 
come friends ogaln. Kitchener 
warmly agreed. But in fact he 
was furlous, convinced that Cur- 
zon wos going home to intrigue 
agoinst him. . 


His tactics 


He immediately wrote to 
Lady Salisbury and told her 
that if the position of Militar: 
Member was not abolished, he 
would resign, return to England, 
and create a public scandal. 

Curzon arrived back in Indla 

in December 1904. Almost from 
the moment of his return, the 
tragedy began to quicken, 
- "The thing to do,” Curzoa 
hid once wrilten about pig- 
sUcking, “ts once you have the 
poor brute cornered to givo 
him no quarter, Press him, press 
him, until he cannot turn,. and 
then ‘thrust in and kill.” 

Such were Kitchener's tactics. 

He had given Lady Salisbury all 
the material she needed. He had 
niso sceretly§ canvassed = ever: 
high Army officer In Indla, They 
did not love Curzon, They lined 
up — almost solidly behind 
Kitchener, 
. Not that Curzon was slow in 
indulging in some rabbit 
punches of his own, He, too, had 
sent secret messnges back ta 
London, He played his final 
card by sending a private Ictter 
to Bulfour, the Premicr, plead= 
ing the bonds of old friendship 
for his support. 

What. ho got back was a 
message from the Cabinet pro- 
posing a compromise. Kitchener 

Umsclf considered the message 
n considerable defeat. He was 
considering resigning over. ct 
when, to hls astonishment, he 
received, a visit from = the 
Viceroy... 

Curzon owas in a high! 
emotionnl state. Ho anid: be con- 
side: the Cabinet's measage 
on jnsult.’- He pleaded with 
Kitchener to support him in 
it, and... then, to. the

A few 
days Inter when Curzon sent 
him a letler practically calling

him a Mar, he wrote: ‘In the

He did no such thing, how- 
ever, for he realised that he did 
not need to do so, Curzon was 
busy shooting down himecif. 


The Cabinct telegraphed that 
in no circumstances should the 
character of their menage bo 
chan; Curzon immediately 
telegrap! back to Balfour 
telling him the message must be 
modilied or he would go.
